If you’re over the age of 18 you have the right to vote 
but it doesn’t come automatically - you’ve got to act! 

In order to vote you must register every year. 
Forms are now being delivered to every household 
in the borough to ensure you don’t miss out on your 
right to have your say. 

Keep an eye out for your form, which will be 
delivered in the post. You must make sure you 
complete and return it as soon as possible. Failing to 
return the form will result in a council representative 
calling at your property to request the necessary 
information, which is costly and time-consuming. 

And it’s not all about voting - if your name is not 
on the electoral roll, you’ll find it much harder to get a 
mortgage or a loan.

Stratford’s Cafe Mondo 
is the first business in 
the borough to receive a 
Healthier Food Award. 

Following a rigorous 
training and nutrition 
programme delivered 
by Newham College of 
Further Education and the 
council’s Healthworks, 
the popular Stratford cafe 
gained the accolade, which encourages 
food businesses in Newham to develop healthier menu options. 

The pilot project was delivered by an external chef trainer, who 
observed the business’ cooking practices. A nutritionist provided 
feedback on making small but significant changes to ingredients to 
further improve the health content and preparation of meals. 

Councillor Joy Laguda, who is co-chair of the Newham Food 
Access Partnership, presented the award to Cafe Mondo at their 
restaurant in Stratford Library on The Grove. 



Cllr Laguda said: 
“This is a great 
achievement for 
Cafe Mondo and all 
the other cafes that 
promote healthy 
eating to their 
customers. 

“A major barrier 
to people eating 
healthy food is the 
lack of awareness 
about what goes 
into their meals 
when they eat out. 
This scheme will ensure that customers know they are getting a 
nutritionally balanced and healthy meal.” 

Cafe Rial in Memorial Avenue, West Ham, has also gained a 
healthier options award; the Kitchen Table at the Fraud Centre in 
Romford Road, Manor Park will receive their award shortly.

^teeffl&^^Frilclreri and young 
$©8ple’s service co-ordinator 
for Newham’s libraries, she must 
convince the borough’s youngsters 
that libraries are the ideal place to 
spend their summer holidays. But 
the Team^Rd|ad summer reading 
challenge, with its combination 
of Olympic sport and reading, is 
turning out to be just the ticket. 













Libraries have come a long way in the 
past few years. No longer the musty haunt 
of bookworms and fusspots demanding 
silence, Newham’s libraries are sleek, 
clean and modern and offer a huge variety 
of activities in addition to the traditional 
book-borrowing service. Such variety 
keeps Zainab busy as she develops and 
promotes the services on offer. As she 
says: “It’s about engaging young people 
and showing them that libraries are a 
place to read but also a social hub.” And 
she’s as restless as her target audience: “I 
call myself a nomad because I’m never in 
one place for long! But I love it. There’s no 
such thing as an average day - every day 
brings new challenges.”

And the biggest challenge of the year 
is Team Read. Zainab explains: “Every 
Newham library is participating in the 
challenge. Children from four to 11 are 
invited to join; all they need to do is 
become a member of the library - which 
is free. Then for each book they finish 
they’ll get a sticker which they add to 
their collection. They’ll achieve awards of 
bronze, silver and gold as they go. But of 
course we’re asking young people to go 
for gold!” And with the handover of the 
Olympic Games this summer, competition 
is in the air. 

The theme of the challenge this year is 
sport, but this doesn’t mean books have 
to be sporty. Team Read simply offers 
children the support that being part of a 
team offers athletes - and the motivation 
of winning medals probably helps too. 
Zainab explains: “We’re running sessions 
throughout the summer on all kinds of 
different things. For instance, we worked 
with the Tower of London on the theme of 
protection, looking at armour and linking it 
in with sports.” 

Although the challenge started in July, 
children can join up at any date until 19 
September - the day before it finishes. 
Says Zainab: “Join any time but if you’re 


going for gold you should come along 
soon!” 

It’s all go for the summer, but 
Zainab’s work doesn’t end with the 
new term in September. Newham’s 
libraries run exciting and varied 
schemes throughout the year, many 
of which are listed in the back of 
the Newham Mag every two weeks. 
Zainab’s favourite are the storytelling 
sessions for children under five 
and their parents. “These are great 
because they help children to use their 
imaginations and get them interested 
in their local libraries, but also because 
they really develop social skills,” she 
explains. 

She was particularly moved by 
the progress of a little boy at the 
storytelling sessions: “One little boy 
who came to the sessions used to 
run around and wouldn’t pay attention 
to the stories. He had a real problem 
with his concentration. After a couple 
of months coming to the sessions, 
there was such a change in him; he’d 
sit down and listen, and his interaction 
with his mum and the staff really 
improved too. 

“In this age group, they’re still 
developing speech and language so 
it’s really important they get this kind of 
assistance. And it wasn’t just that one 
little boy - we saw a real improvement 
in communication between lots of 
parents and children too.”
